Talk on Tuberculosis. 


(Kcport o!T»lfc Given by Dr. \VlllUunt «t the 


Lincoln Hiifh School. March 13th. 
Written b> 


Thco. Bradford. A Illeh School Junior.) 


Dr. William*, a prominent Anti 


Tuberculosis crns:uler, gave a very 
interesting talk to the students of the 
Lincoln high school Wednesday mor- 
ning. 
She stated that one seventh 


of all the deaths are caused by con 
sumption aud that one third of all 
tlie deaths of people who die between 
the ages of eighteen and 
forty-five 


are caused by consumption. 


Prominent scientists have stated 


that fully ninety-five per cent of tlifl 
people 
have 
tuberculosis at some 


time in their lives. 


It behooves us to take some meas- 


ures to prevent our being infected 
with this danaerous 
disease. 
The 


Doctor gavo some practical suggestions 
to the students, which can easily be 
followed by all of us 
You cannot 


prevent consumption unless you livo 
properly aud you cannot live properly 
unless yon know how. 
You should 


riso early in the morning, take a 
cold bath if possible and eat :i good 
substantial breakfast. 
Do not drink 


tea or coffee, for both ooutalu rank 
poisons which will bring ou n nervous 
breakdown sooner or later. 
When 


you go to school or work, run as far 
as you can for running onuses d;ep 
urciitliiug wliioli tills the lungs full 
of fresh air. 
Fresh air is one of the 


best preveiititives 
for consumption 


and yon should breathe as much of it 
as possible. 


If for some reason you feel dull and 


cannot think, go to an open window 
or door aud take fifteen or twenty 
deep breaths. 
Hun as rnuoh as you 


can on your way to or from school or 
work. 
You should not run to school 


after dinner at noon because all the 
blood is needed at the stomach and if 
you run. some of it lias to go to other 
pans of tho body. 
Girls, while go- 


ing to school, should not bo made to 
do any house work after dinner. 


You should ho out doors at least one 


hour before supper time in order that 
yon may get plenty of fresh air after 
being in school. 
A normal student 


should be able to got all his studies 
during school hours, but if yon can- 
not you should do it before supper 
time. 
Tlie reason that so many 


students cannot get their work in 
Ecliool is because they attond so many 
parties in tha evening and because 
society demands too much of their 
time and because they keep such late 
hours. 


At night you should take an air 


bath before going to bed. 
This con- 


sists of exposing the skin to tho air 
for about one half hour. 
It can be 


done in your room while making pre- 
parations for bed. 
When yon stop to 


think that there are a few miles of 
sweat glands in the skin and that 
they all discharge waste 
material 


through the pores of the skin, these 
air baths do not seem so foolish, for 
all that waste niateral either remains 
on your skin or your underclothes. 
When you take off your underclothes 
at night tarn them Inside out and 
hang them over a chair to air. 
Be 


sure to open your window wide before 
retiring. 
Ever? school boy and girl 


should be in bed by nine o'clock. 
You should not mind getting up In 
tbe cold in the morniuK, for that will 
wake yon up and make you hustle. 


The doctor does not believe that 


girls should wear short sleeved, low 
decked dresses in the winter because 
they are sure to bring on a cold which 
will make the advance of consumption 
more rapid. 
—The habit 
which boys have of 


wearing sweaters in the winter also 
has the same harmful effect. 


Many 
boys 
smoke 
for various 


reasons and some for no reason at all. 
They do not realize that every clga,- 
rette they smoke is the same as driv- 
ing a nail in tlieir own coffin. 
They 


are destroying all their chances for 
;reat success because the boys that 
imoke cannot hold responsible posi- 
tions. 
There are positions in the 


United States with salaries of from 
ten to twenty-rive thousand dollars 
which are going to waste because no 
one can fill them. 
Never go to excess 


In youth for sooner or later yon will 
regret it because it will prevent you 
from obtaining what you most desire. 


To keep good health one must 


breathe plenty of fresh air through 
the nose, for that purities and warms 
_rf sleep with the windows open; 
drink .plenty 
of fresh water; emt 


plenty 
of fruit; take a cold bstli 


every day and a warm bath with 
soap and a scrubbing btnsh once a 
week; one must drink neither tea 


: coffee'and above all go to bed early.

compartment, and tho cost of equip- 
niout and labor per bird varies in- 
versely with the number of birds iu

for imo ou tho farm whore the (armor 
does not care to go t.o tho trouble of 
cruto fatten ing, or whore, ttio prioo 
received Cor well fed birds does not 
warrant tho extra labor nud faod cost 
of tho crate method.

The saint was born about 372: was 


a captive and a slave of the king of 
Dalaradia, in Ireland, from 3SS to 395; 
went to Gatil and was there ordained 
priest; 
was consecrated bishop and 


sent to Ireland as missionary in 432, 
and died at 
Saul, 
near 
Strangford 


Lough, County Down, Ulster, where 
many years before he had founded his 
church, March 17, 4G». the day now 
sacred to his memory. 


Ireland was then occupied by 
a 


great number of petty tribes, most of 
whom were evangelized by Patrick. So 
"well was the work accomplished that 
Ireland was known in subsequent cen- 
turies as the "island of saints 
and 


scholars." 


The method employed was that otr\ 


dealing cautiously and gently with the 
old paganism of the people. The chief- 
tains were Drst won over and theu 
through them their clans. 


Of St. Patrick himself much that has 


been related i= fabulous, but his au- 
tobiographical confession and his epis- 
tle to Coroticus, both of which are un- 
questionably genuine, reveal a devout, 
simple minded man, and a most 
dis- 


creet and energetic missionary. 


In his epistle he states that he was 


of noble birth 
and that his father, 


Calphurnicus. was a Roman deculrb. 
His Mother, Conchessa, or 
Conceis, 


was the sister of St. Martin of. Tours. 


The family of the saint is affirmed 


by the earliest authorities to have 
belonged Lo Britain, but whether t.be 
term refers to Great Britain or Brit- 
tany or other parts of France is not 
ascertained* 


Some of the quaint stories told in 


family ties, like tbe Germans record- 
ed by Tacitus, and it could but have 
been drawn to Christianity. 


Its morals were pure, and it had 


not lost that simplicity to which so 
much of spiritual insight belongs. Ad- 
miration and wonder were among Its 
chief liablts. 
H desired a religion no 


smaller than the human heart itself— 
a religion callable of being not only 
appreciate^ and believed, but compre- 
hended in its fullness and measured in 
all its parts. 


Warlike as it was, it was unbounded 


also In loyaUy, generosity, and self-sac- 
rifice: it was not, therefore, untouched 
by the records of martyrs, the princi- 
ples of self-sacrifice, or the doctrine of 
a great sacrifice. 
It loved the 
chil- 


dren and the poor, and St. Patrick 
made the former tbe exempliers of the 
faith and the latter tbe eminent inher- 
itors of the kingdom. 


In the main, institutions and tradi- 


tions of Ireland were 
favorable 
to 


Christianity, and the people received 
the gospel gladly. It appealed to them 
and prompted ardent natures to Ilnd 
their rest In spiritual things. It had 
created among them an excellent ap- 
preciation 
of the 
beautiful, the es- 


thetic and the pure. 


The early Irish chroniclers 
show 


how strong that sentiment has ever 
been. 
The Borhrmean 
Tribute, for 


many years the source 
of 
relentless 


wars, had been imposed in vengeance 
for an insult offered to a woman, and 


discourtesy shown to a poet had 


overthrown an ancient .dynasty; an 
unprovoked affront -was regarded as a 
great moral oflense. And severe pun- 
ishments were ordained not only for 
detraction, but for a word, though ut- 
tered in jest, which brought a blush 
on tbe cheek of the listener. 


It was not that laws were wanting; 


a code minute in its justice had pro- 
portioned a penalty to every ofliense. 
It was not that hearts 
were 
hard— 


there was at least as much pity 
for 


others as for self. 
It was that 'anger 


was implacable, and that where fear 
was unknown the 
war field was the 


happy hunting ground. 


Tbe rapid growth of learning, as 


well as piety, in the three centuries 
succeeding the conversion of Ireland 
proved that tbe country had not been 
until then without a preparation for 
tho gift.
